Tourism sees tax confrontation 


A cavalcade of angry hotel, 
motel and restaurant owners 
will descend on the B.C. 
legislature early in February 
unless Premier Barrett 
agrees to listen and act on 
their protests against huge 
increases in this year’s tax 
assessments. 

Jean Dann, managing 
director of the B.C. Motel, 
Resort and Trailer Park 
Association, said her group, 
along with the B.C. Hotels 
Association and the Canadian 
Restaurant Association, are 


planning the cavalcade to 
coincide with the beginning of 
the spring session of the 
legislature. 

“We want to get this thing 
back on the floor of the 
legislature," she said. 

Meanwhile, the three 
associations have sent a 
telegram to Barrett asking 
him to defer the deadline for 
assessment appeals from Jan. 
17 to Jan. 31. 

"First of all, we want the 
appeal deadline changed 
because some people haven’t 


even received their 
assessments yet,’’ said Dann. 

All three groups have asked 
for a meeting with Barrett to 
discuss the huge assessment 
increases but have received 
no answer, Dann said. 

“We wrote him on Nov. 9 
and didn’t get a reply until 
Dec. 12 hut he apologized for 
taking so long because he 
couldn’t find our address.” 
she said. 

Dann said her association 
has been working on the 


problems of the Assessment 
Equalization Act for over a 
year-and-a-half and asked 
Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer soon after he 
came into office not to lift the 
10 per cent ceiling on 
assessment increases in¬ 
cluded in the act. 

fThe NOP government did 
lift the ceiling last spring and 
the result is increases as high 
as 500 per cent on assessments 
for commercial and un¬ 
developed land this year.)

Three to the rescue 
as ice baffles doe 


It was just like an episode of 
the Perils of Pauline, but with 
a different cast of characters. 

The damsel in distress was a 
two-year-old deer; the villain 
was the icy surface of 
Prospect Lake and the heroes 
were Saanich municipal 
pound man Bob Holmes, 
provincial conservation of¬ 
ficer Jack Lenfesty and SPCA 
officer Don Adams. 

The deer, probably 
frightened by something in the 
woods around Prospect Lake, 
went skidding into the middle 
of the frozen water about 1 
p.m. Monday. Once in the 
middle of the lake the deer 
couldn't get her four legs 
together on the slippery 
surface. 

After numerous tries, she 


gave up and lay quietly on the 
ice. 

But residents of the area 
spotted her plight and put in 
phone calls to the Saanich 
pound, the fish and game 
department and the SPCA. 

The first on the scene was 
pound man Holmes. 

With the help of a local 
resident and a small, wooden 
boat. Holmes began chopping 
through the ice with paddles 
trying to make a channel to 
the deer. 

After more than two hours 
of chopping, the rescuers had 
made only about a 10-yard 
channel. 

But help was on its way 
from the other side of the lake. 

Adams and Lenfesty in a 
small alumimum boat were 


pushing their way on top of the 
ice with the help of a pitch fork 
and a shovel. 

The boat broke through the 
thin ice a couple of times, but 
some quick manoeuvering 
brought it back on top and the 
two men skidded to a stop 
beside the fallen deer. 

The deer, unsure of the 
motives of her rescuers, put 
up a fight hut was finally lifted 
into the boat and brought back 
to shore 

The deer was a little stunned 
but was in good condition. She 
was loaded into the con¬ 
servation officer’s truck, 
driven up the road and let go. 

"She would have either 
frozen or lay there until dogs 
got her,” Adams said 

The rescue was "all in a 
days work for us.” 


fact that the ceiling was 
unequal,” Dann said, "but we 
think he (the Premier) 
jumped into something 
without knowing the full 
ramifications."

The rents are based on 
market value of the land, said 
the spokesman, and that value 
is determined by the govern¬ 
ment in conjunction with local 
assessors on the basis of the 
comparable land being sold 
privately. 
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Oil barge victim 
had record here 


Victoria-bom Clifford 
Dawley, 64, possessor of a 47- 
year-old criminal record and 
son of a former Esquimalt 
police chief, was the third 
man killed in last week’s oil 
barge explosion in Vancouver 
harbor, according to Van¬ 
couver police. 

Other victims were _arge 
attendant John Campbell, 46, 


and Burnaby resident Edgar 
Attard, 17, who was said to 
have told friends he was going 
fishing with Dawley. 

Dawley owned a 32-foot 
pleasure boat which was 
moored alongside the barge 
which burned and sank in the 
incident 

Dawley was bom April 6, 
1909, in Victoria and was the 


son of Herbert Dawley, who 
was Esquimalt police chief in 
the 1930s. 

The son's criminal record 
began in 1926 in Victoria and 
included a long list qt offences 
ranging from drunkenness 
and theft to three robberies 
and four escapes. His last 
sentence, nine years, was in 
1962 for possession of a 


narcotic for the purpose of 
trafficking. 

Vancouver police said 
Dawley knew Campbell, who 
also had a record 

In 1954 Dawley faced'" 
habitual criminal proceedings 
which were never concluded 
in the courts and also was on 
the RCMP most-wanted list 
for a time in a year during 
which he made two escapes. 


ICBC TALLY 

U.S. counts 
our money 


Daily receipts of the B.C. 
government auto insurance 
scheme are being tallied each 
night in a huge data centre in 
Atlanta, Georgia. 

ICBC agents phone their 
daily premium take to the 
National Data Centre in 
Atlanta or will simply make 
their statements to a Royal 
Bank branch in B.C. and the 
information will then be 
relayed south of the border. 

The phone calls will be 
answered by a computer 
which transfers money all 
over the U.S. and Canada for 
the Royal Bank and other 
banks. 

Asked about the practice in 
light of growing concern over 
storage of Canadian data in 
U.S. data banks, Transport 
Minister Robert Strachan 
said it was simply a practice 
of the Royal Bank which 
handles the ICBC account. 

ICBC’s own informational 
data is stored in a computer in 
B.C., he said. 

ICBC information officer 
Tom Williams said he did not 
know why the ICBC had 
chosen to give the Royal Bank 
their general account, 
knowing the information 
would be stored in the U.S. 

"It may have been a matter 
of convenience since the 
ibank’s) Royal Centre is 
where ICBC has its offices.” 
Williams said 

The Royal has a series of 
arrangements with the ICBC 
and besides providing an all¬ 
risks financing scheme for 
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auto insurance premiums it 
now has bank accounts for all 
ICBC employees regardless of 
whether they previously 
banked at the Royal. 

Williams laid ICBC 
opened accounts at the Royal 
for all employees and each 
payday have cheques 
deposited in each account. 

He said the corporation is 
not forcing its employees to 
bank there, however, because 
each account is allowed one 
free cheque per pay period to 
allow a transfer to other bank 
accounts.

A one-cent per quart rise in 
the price of milk at the retail 
level has been announced by 
Agriculture Minister Dave 
Stupich. Increases in price 
wage indexes have boosted the 
wholesale price of milk, he 
said. 

Sugar prices in local stores 
have jumped from $1.69 to as 
much as $2.37 per 10-pound 
bag following the expiry on 
Dec. 31 of a five-year in¬ 
ternational sugar agreement 
which had kept prices steady 

The wholesale price of white 
sugar has risen about $7 a 


hundredweight in the last 
week and the retail price 
reflects that increase 
A spokesman for B.C. Sugar 
Refinery, which supplies all 
wholesale sugar in B.C.. said 
he expects prices will drop in 
the future 


Weather 

Slightly warmer tem¬ 
peratures with highs near 40 
degrees and overnight tem¬ 
peratures dipping below 
freezing are expected for the 
Victoria area today and 
Friday Skies will be sunny 
with some cloudy periods 


The formula for milk prices 
used by the B.C Milk Board 
includes several input indexes 
and cumulative pressure on 
several of these indexes had 
brought about the one-cent 
retail increase.

Dear suggested "a merger 
of the Sidney Water Board 
with the town” saying the 
negotiations to ensure an 
adequate water supply could 
be better accomplished by 
such a merger. 

’’Some real progress toward 
the provision of an adequate 
water supply for the peninsula 
appeared to be well under way 
in 1973,” he said, ’’with the 
formation of the Joint Water 
Committee of the peninsula 
municipalities and water 
boards and with their 
agreement on a joint 
resolution presented to the 
regional board. 

"But there the matter 
seems to have bogged down. 
Pronouncements by Mayor 
Peter Pollen of Victoria and 
by Chairman Jim Campbell of 
the regional board have done 
little to bring us together in 
harmony.” 

Dear told the .meeting North 
Saanich Mayor Paul Grieve 


believes wells in North 
Saanich could supply ample 
water for both municipalities.

About 7.000 tradesmen are 
involved in the dispute but 
wildcat strikes tied up 75 per 
cent of the coast forest 
industry and threw more than 
10,000 persoas out of work. 

IWA regional president Jack 
Munro said the union is 
already considering a number 
of possible people for the job 
of third-party mediator 
providing industry agrees to 
the proposal. 

He said he hopes the matter 
will be settled before 
negotiations begin in the 
spring for a new master 
contract. The aid ooutcact

Opposition leader Bill 
Bennett has called for a 
moratorium on all land 
assessment increases more 
than 10 per cent this year. 

The NDP government's 
assessment policies amount to 
a “monumental tax blunder,” 
he said, which will result in 
"unprecedented chaos 
throughout the entire local 
government tax structure in 
B.C.” 

In two separate prepared 
statements, Bennett said 
Premier Barrett is “fiddling” 
with assessment legislation 
and will “wreak havoc with 
municipal budget planning.” 

He was referring to 
Barrett’s promise last week 
that no small businesses in 
jB.C. will suffer unduly 
because of increased tax 
assessments this year. 
Barrett did not specify what 
action would be taken 

The increases in 
assessments followed changes 
in the Assessment 
Equalization Act which lifted 
the ceiling on assessment 
increases on commercial and 
undeveloped land. 

Calling for a moratorium on 
all increases amounting to 
more than 10 per cent, Bennett 
said a legislative committee 
should be struck to study the 
entire assessment situation.

Home endangered 
as cliff erodes 


Alex and Winnifred Webster 
sit in the living room of their 
beach home in Albert Head 
and watch their sea-front cliff 
crumble into the ocean. 

The Websters have been 
watching the crumbling for 
five years now. For five years 
they’ve been trying to get 
something done about it. 

Try as they may, no one has 
helped them and the eroding 
cliff gets closer to their house 
every year. 

"We’ve been lucky so far,” 
Webster said, meaning he and 
his wife still have a house to 
live in. “But I don’t know how 
long that luck is going to hold 
out.” 

The cliff, which drops about 
50 feet to the beach, began 
falling way shortly after the 
provincial government ex* 
cavated a huge gravel pit just 
off Metchosin Road, directly 
above the Webster’s home at 
3619 Farhill. 

The excavation, Webster 
says, has upset the ecology of 
the area and water which used 


lu lie alfeurlied by limliei und 
top soil where the pit now lies, 
now sinks into the earth and 
drains out through his 
property and his neighbor's 
into the ocean. 

The Websters have tried to 
get something done about the 
drainage problem, but to no 
avail. This week, they made 
another pitch to the provincial 
government. 

Webster wrote Bob 
Williams, minister of lands, 
forests and water resources, 
asking why he still has to pay 
$15 for a water rights licence 
for a small spring on the 
property. 

"Please explain why they 
keep wanting me to pay for a 
licence that doesn’t seem to 
establish my rights in any 
way,” the letter reads. 

So far, there has been no 
response from Williams. 

Last summer, a small pond 
on the Websters’ property 
which had been stocked with 
goldfish, dried up. Some of the 
fish were hurriedly tran¬ 
sferred, but many died. 


This winter, ior the first 
time in the more than 10 years 
the Websters have been living 
on Farhill, an old well on the 
property dried up. 

They can get along without a 
the pond and without the well, 
although they feel they 
shouldn't have to, but it’s the 
crumbling cliff in the front 
yard that really worries them. 

They’re afraid they’ll wake 
up some morning and find 
they have no front yard at all. 

What bothers the Websters 
most is that somewhere in the 
Legislative buildings, there 
sits a government engineer 
who knows all about their 
problem and possibly what to 
do about it.

Hood, comfortably re¬ 
elected last November, has 
put in a solid, businesslike two 
years as housing committee 
chairman. 

That post now goes to Aid. 
Percy Frampton, who returns 
from relative obscurity after 
serving as chairman of the 
fire and health committee. 

(Fire prevention is now 
lumped in with public works, 
while health will be under 
Savage’s personnel and labor 
relations committee until the 
function is assumed by the 
Capital Regional District). 

All other aldermen keep the 
portfolios they held in 1973: 

Aid. Tom Christie — 
finance. 

Aid. Bill Tindall — com¬ 
merce, industry and tourism. 


Bitterness left 
as strike ends 


Seven Sandringham 
hospital employees have 
returned to work after 39 
months on strike — but the 
bitterness of the long battle 
lingers. 

One wing of the hospital has 
been closed to former 
strikers, because 
administrator Margaret 
Reynolds says the patients 
don’t want to see them. 

However, workers who have 
been at the hospital say some 
patients from that wing have 
spoken to them and welcome 
them back. 

“From remarks the 
patients have made, I think 
they are happy to see us,” a 
spokesman said. 

Returning workers include 
nurses aides, a housekeeper 
and kitchen workers. One 
more striker is due to return 
but is sick at the moment. 

Mrs. Reynolds has made no 
secret of her opposition to 
having strikers back in the 


hospital, nor of her reluctance 
to fire strikebreakers in order 
to make room for returning 
workers. 

The strikers, however, are 
determined to do any work 
given to them, and keep things 
as cool as possible. 

“You can’t go through what 
we have been through,” said 
one, “without feeling some 
bitterness, and this applies to 
both sides. We understand 
how Mrs. Reynolds feels, but 
we do think she has to realize 
we are there to stay, and that 
she has to make the best of it. 

“We would have preferred it 
if she hadn’t been kept on as 
administrator, but we are 
prepared to forget the past 
and work with her.” 

The women contract 
provides wages of $2.40 to 
$2.61 an hour, as well as sick 
leave, vacation and overtime 
provisions and a uniform 
allowance.

Bawlf, who carried a rather 
loosely defined downtown 
planning responsibility in 
1973, is now charged with the 
specific task of overseeing 
“Central Area development.”

At this week’s council 
meeting, municipal engineer 
Geoffrey White reported that 
only four bundles of 
newspapers were deposited at 
the municipal yard the 
previous Saturday. 

It was decided to stop 
Saturday collections until the 
strike is over. 


A warning to developers 
who eye Oak Bay as a 
lucrative base for highrise 
development was given by 
Mayor Brian Smith this week. 

In his inaugural speech, 
Smith said, “I would like to 
hope that we will not have any 
large-scale htgh density 
development proposals 
presented to us this year. 

“The public mood is clearly 
against such schemes.” 

Smith also intimated that 
construction of good rental 
accommodation will receive 
council approval in preference 
to condominiums. 

“We do need some in¬ 
telligently built and 
reasonably priced rental 
housing in our few apartment 
areas,” he said, “and I would 
hope that the developers will 
not only be interested in 
condominium construction but 
that the senior levels of 
government will give some 
incentives to encourage 
people to renovate and im¬ 
prove their homes. It is hoped 
that the council will continue 
to press the federal govern¬ 
ment in this direction.” 

Smith said council would 
have to "wrestle with the 
problem of shortages in rental 
accommodation” and whether 
more duplexing of older 
homes should be encouraged. 

Smith announced that a new 
committee — Heritage Ad¬ 
visory — would be formed 


with Aid. Douglas McLelland 
as chairman. Also on the 
committee will be Mrs. 
Donald Reksten, Dr. Russell 
Davidson, H. C. Charlesworth 
and Mrs. Peter Bousfield. 

“I hope ways will he devised 
of preserving heritage 
buildings from destruction or 
from radical structural 
change without interfering 
with the rights of owners to 
make reasonable repairs and 


to continue to enjoy living in 
their fine older homes,” Smith 
said. 

Like his counterpart in 
Saanich, Mayor Ed Lum, 
Smith urged the holding of 
informal sessions with the 
public. 

“Neither the format nor 
proceedings of regular council 
meetings are conducive to 
maximum public par¬ 
ticipation," Smith observed. 


Big league only 


Shirley Dowell, of Oak Bay, 
new chairman of the Greater 
Victoria Intermunicipal 
Committee, says the days are 
over when the committee’s 
main job was to decide 
whether to give $50 grants to 
Little League teams or $100 
ones. 

After her unanimous 
election at the committee s 
first meeting of 1974, Dowell 
presented municipal 
representatives this week 
with a long list of tasks and 
objectives to tackle on a co¬ 
operative basis. 

They include measures to 
protect Greater Victoria’s 
shores from oil pollution, 
consolidation of noise and sign 
bylaws, region-wide collective 
bargaining of municipal 
contracts, bicycle licensing, 
efforts to promote a civic 


centre and a drive to free 
municipalities of the welfare 
costs burden. 

The provincial government 
should be urged to cut the 
present municipal share of 
welfare costs from 15 per cent 
to 10 per cent this year, and to 
5 per cent in 1975, she said. 

She also told the committee 
she would like to see 
establishment of a standard 
emergency telephone service 
for the whole Greater Victoria 
area, so that in the event of a 
fire, accident or other 
emergency a resident can call 
an easily-remembered 
number such as 999. 

B.C. Tel has indicated in 
preliminary talks it would be 
prepared to meet the capital 
costs of about $700,000, but 
municipalities would have to 
be responsible for manning 
arrangements.

Justice to be seen 


Victoria is taking steps to 
throw some light on the 
workings of the city’s Board of 
Variance, a little-known group 
which exercises wide 
discretionary powers in a 
number of import zoning 
matters. 

tinder bylaw amendments 
considered by zoning 
committee, the five-member 
board would be required to 
hold hearings in public and in 
the presence of opposing 
parties. 

Both Mayor Peter Pollen 
and city solicitor Jakob de 
Villiers said these aqfl other 


changes were an attempt to 
en: ure that justice is not only 
done, but it seen to be done. 

"Previously it has been the 
practice of this rather august 
tribunal, which considers 
itself to be entirely 
independent, to receive 
individuals in camera, with 
the result that one witness 
doesn't know what another 
has said.” said Pollen. 

“There’s no opportunity for 
a person to refute statements 
already made, or for any type 
of cross-examination, which is 
a blatant lack of natural 
justice," he added. 


The Board of Variance — 
two members are appointed 
by the city, two by the 
provincial government and 
the fifth by the other members 
— is a quasi-judicial body 
charged with hearing appeals 
against zoning decisions of 
officials and also with 
resolvjpg oddities and 
situations that crop up under 
the zoning bylaw 

For instance, the board may 
exempt an individual from 
certain provisions of the 
bylaw, if the person can show 
that he or she would be caused 


"undue hardship’’ by 
enforcement with regard to 
siting, size and shape of 
building. 

A frequently-recurring case 
in the board's schedule is 
where an owner wishes to 
make changes to a building 
whose use doesn’t conform 
with the bylaw. 

City officials are allowed no 
discretion in such situations, 
and the matter is 
automatically referred to the 
board. 

It hears about 25 appeals a 
month.

Public disapproval so often attached to the actions of 
trade unions is usually matched by the ignorance of those 
propounding the opinions. 

Knowledge, it seems, would just confuse personal 
prejudices. 

This was graphically illustrated in a Gallup Poll which 
found that 63 per cen; of respondents favored the outlawing 
of jurisdictional disputes. But when asked to define 
jurisdictional disputes, only 12 per cent could give even an 
approximate answer. 

Those who rail against strikes never know that far 
more work time is lost through industrial accidents. In¬ 
juries which cause personal suffering — even death — 
would seem to be a higher priority for ringing editorials 
than the inconveniences occasioned by some strikes. But it 
just doesn’t happen. 

Informed commentary and opinions in the public media 
do not exist for at least one reason — those who prepare 
such material would fail any elementary test of trade union 
knowledge. But this never prevents them from tirelessly 
trotting out their ignorance and so it is hardly surprising 
that many in the general public are confused and lost by it 
all. 

Here’s a little test for the trade union critics. If you can 
answer these questions, you have some claim to voice 
opinions: 

Define and distinguish dual unionism and jurisdictional 
disputes. 


Outline the significance of “management rights.” 

What is a craft union and what is an industrial union? 

What is a union shop and what is a closed shop, and 
what is the difference? 

In what industries are closed shops most frequently 
found? 

Any molder of public opinion, in politics, the media or 
anywhere else, who can’t give a reasonable answer to these 
basic questions would do everyone a favor by either gaining 
a little knowledge or remaining silent. 

Here are Uie answers to Uie questions: — 

Dual unionism is where two unions (one usually fairly 
new) compete for the loyalty of employees in the same 
industry or occupation. Jurisdictional disputes are between 
established unions in different occupations where the line of 
demarcation (or jurisdiction) creates a grey zone. 

A craft union admits to membership only those people 
in a specific occupation. An industrial union embraces all 
kinds of occupational groups within one operation or in¬ 
dustry. 

In a union shop, the employer may hire whoever he 
wants but the new employee must join the union as 
a condition of continued employment. A closed shop 
requires union membership as a pre-requisite to hiring. 

Gosed shop arrangements are found most frequently in 
the construction and printing trades, longshoring and 
seafaring. 

The significance of management rights is, very briefly, 
this: All rights belong to management except those sub¬ 
tracted by the law of the land or the law of a union contract. 
Unless there is something in law precluding management 
from a certain action, then management may lawfully 
order that such an action occur.

New firms drop 


Doug Angus wishes British 
Columbia had gone on 
daylight saving time along 
with the U.S. on Jan. 6.

That used to mean starting 
work just before market 
opening at 7 a.m. Now it 
means coming in before 6 a .m. 

With Daylight Saving Time, 
the New York Stock Exchange 
opens at 6 a m. Victoria time, 
instead of 7 a.m., and all 
British Columbia brokerage 
houses are observing the new 
hours. 

Some companies are ob¬ 
serving it by having someone 
in the office to take message* 
for the first hour. But Angus 
has always been an early man 
during his 15 years with 
Richardson' and he intends to 
keep operating that way. 

"It's a bit inconvenient for 
me,” he says. "Considering 
that I live on the Malahat. I 
have to get up an hour 
earlier.” 

His alarm rings at 4:40 a.m. 

Monday was the first day of 
the 6 a.m. starting time in 


British Columbia and things 
were a little quiet. 

But by Tuesday business 
had picked up considerably. 

"There was a man waiting 
outside the door when I 
arrived and it wasn’t even 6 
a.m. There are a lot of eager 
traders in Victoria. 

"Between 6 a.m. and 7 a.m. 


I got at least eight phone calls 
from people who wanted to 
trade or get news on the 
market. 

"There are a lot of retired 
people in Victoria. Many of 
them go to bed early and get 
up early. They like to know 
about the market.

"Investors find out what’s 
going on pretty quickly. There 
will be quite a bit of trading 
before 7." 

Manager H. J. Kennedy said 
that Angus would be the only 
early man on shift unless the 
market became very active.

If early morning business 
became too brisk for one man, 
then the early staff could be 
increased.

TOKYO — The Japanese 
government devalued the yen 
almost seven per cent this 
week in a bid to improve 
Japan’s balance of payments 
and to offset greater deficits 
from higher crude oil prices. 

The exchange rate is now 
set at 300 yen to the U.S. 
dollar, compared to 280 to the 
dollar since Nov. 13 and 265 
from February to November 
The change is not expected to 
reduce the price of Japanese 
goods in Canada because of 
rapidly rising costs of raw 
materials and manufacturing 
in Japan. 


OTTAWA — Canada’s oil 
export tax hill has won final 
approval in amended form 
because the Liberals yielded 
to Conservative pressure. 

The bill, approved in the 
Commons, sets the tax at $6.40 
per barrel for February and 
March. However, it does not 
give the government the 
power it wanted to adjust the 
tax from month to month. 

Conservative opposition, led 
by Robert Stanfield, ham¬ 


mered at the need for the 
government to spell out long 
term oil pricing policies 
before setting a permanent 
tax. The Conservative stand 
was also hacked by the New 
Democratic Party. 

The newly-approved bill 
formally approves taxes 
levied since October on ex¬ 
ported oil. This tax was 40 
cents a barrel in October and 
Novemor, raised to $1.90 in 
December and $2.20 in 
January. 


The bill also alters the 
government’s promise to 
spend its 50-per-cent share of 
oil tax revenue on new energy- 
sources in the oil-producing 
provinces. This commitment 
ends Feb. 1. 

Meanwhile in Geneva, the 
major oil producing nations of 
the world have agreed to 
consult with the major oil 
consuming nations in a bid to 
stabilize galloping crude oil 
prices.

A new radar warning device 
being developed here by 
engineers of the Transport 
and Road Research 
Laboratory does not give the 
driver a chance to ignore the 
warning signal. It takes 
control of the throttle and 
brakes and slows him dowiT 
whether be wants to or not. 

Expected to be installed on 
some production cars within 
the next five years, the “radar 
headway control" gadget is 
housed in a head lamp-sized 
black box on the front grille 
and computes distance and 
speed and then automatically 
“thinks out" whether or not 
the car is a safe distance 
behind the leading vehicle. 

If it isn't, the driver gets a 
warning flash and buzz from 
the dashboard. 

The cost of this audio-visual 
device would compare with 
the cost of a car radio. Ad¬ 
vanced refinements could cost 
a great deal more. 


TORONTO — Five 
metropolitan Toronto 
residents will appear, in court 
Friday after one ton of hashish 
was seized at Toronto In¬ 
ternational Airport.

Salary increases will be the 
largest single factor in 1974 
library requirements, Mebs 
said. These will rise 15 per 
cent over 1973, and new 
positions dictated by rising 
library use will raise the in¬ 
crease by 20 per cent, or 
$127,000. More than 70 per cent 
of the expected rise in ex¬ 
penditures is represented by 
salaries, Mebs reported. 

Higher expenditures for 
books and library . materials 
amount to $24,000 (9.3 per cent 
over 1973). 


Growing public concern for 
the environment has led to 
Saanich council's first stan¬ 
ding committee to deal with 
some matters formerly 
handled by public works. 

Mayor Ed Lum announced 
the change at the statutory 
meeting of council Monday, 
following his inaugural speech 
and the induction of himself 
and new aldermen by Judge 
F. S. Green. 

"People today are very 
conscious of the en¬ 
vironment,” Lum said later. 
“The municipality is getting 
to the stage where (an en¬ 
vironment committee) is 
needed — because the public 
works committee is 
overloaded.” Aid. John Mc¬ 
Donald was named to the new 
post. 

The mayor also discarded 
the post of public works 
executive, which had been 
held by Aid. William Campbell 
as chairman of the works 
committee in the previous 
administration. 


Lum said one of the matters 
to be taken up by the new 
committee would be “a new 
look at the municipal garbage 
collection system.” He said 
there also is "talk of pollution 
control" in such areas as 
Prospect Lake and Colquitz 
River development. 

Members of the en¬ 
vironment committee in 
addition to McDonald are 
Lum, aldermen Alan 
Newberry, William Noel and 
Mel Couvelier, who comprise 
Group B. 

Other committees in Group 
B are lands, planning and 
housing chaired by Newberry, 
and public works chaired by 
Noel. 

Group A committees also 
have the mayor as a member, 
along with aldermen Camp¬ 
bell, Joe Bourque, Leslie 
Passmore and Fred Severson. 

These handle fire and civil 
defence (Campbell), finance, 
legislative and health 
(Bourque); indoor and out¬ 
door recreation ‘(Passmore) 


and parks and indoor 
recreation (Severson). 

Other standing committees 
are personnel (Lum. Mc¬ 
Donald. Noel, Campbell and 
Couvelier); special events 
(Passmore, Couvelier and 
municipal staff representative 
Roy Wootten), and youth 
(Couvelier. Severson and 
McDonald). 

Among the special ap¬ 
pointments recommended for 
adoption by council are those 
of acting mayor to be divided 
quarterly between Passmore, 
Campbell, Noel and 
Newberry ; Advisory Planning 
Commission (Campbell, 
Couvelier, Newberry, Charles 
Goodman, Barrie Goult, H. H. 
Playsted and Vaughn 
Thompson); Greater Victoria 
Intermunicipal Committee 
(Lum and Passmore); 
Greater Victoria Library 
(Couvelier); Metro board of 
health (Bourque); joint school 
planning committee* 
(Newberry, McDonald and 
Severson with Bourque 
alternative).

Arts underground 


Nine artists in the depths of 
the Provincial Musfeum 
building don’t have time to 
give out information on what 
they’ve done. 

“You’ll have to go to 
officials for that,” one said. 

To hear the Provincial 
Museum official version, it’s 
simply the preparation of a 
natural history exhibit that, 
when completed in four years, 
will tell visiter about the 12 
natural regions of the 
province. 

Museum Director Bristol 
Foster explains the exhibit 
will include an 80 -foot skeleton 
of a blue whale, orientation 
halls explaining coast and sea 
life, geology, vegetation and 
climate. “And the whole 
exhibit will not include one 
glass encased exhibit," he 
said. 

It’s simply another fact of 
modern museum techniques. 

•When you have exhibits 
behind glass, the glass acts as 
a barrier. We want visitors to 
feel really involved and glass 
separates the subject from the 
viewer ” 

When that decision was 
made, the artists, now pre¬ 
occupied with the 


reproduction of a tidal pool 
area on the beach at 
Bamfield, had their work set 
out for them. 

“It’s been long and involved 
work," says Ewald Lemke, 
head of the display section. 
“We’ve had to perfect our own 
techniques in reproduction 
because it hasn't been done 
anywhere in Canada. In the 
museums, plants and^other 
forms of life have been 
reproduced but they had the 
protection of glass in front of 
the displays. 

“In o ir diarama, we want 
visitors to be able to walk 
through our coastal exhibit, 
almost as if they were walking 
on sand.” 

Artist Donna Warren was 
one of the workers who set out 
to find a process for 
reproducing the plant and 
water life at Bamfield. "We 
had to find some way of 
making a starfish, or a 


thimbleberry plant or even 
the trunk of a Douglas fir that 
looked real, but wasn't a fire 
hazard, was dustproof and 
vandalproof. 

She and the other display 
workers last year made a trip 
to the Bamfield site, made 
casts of mussel beds, starfish, 
leaves and mosses that have 
to be made true to life, and 
then began experimenting 
with different materials. 

A viable plastic was chosen 
and moulds of the leaves and 
coastal plant and animal life 
began. 

For Vicki Viero, work is now 
at the stage where she has 
spent the last month 
perfecting a bush. Its leaves 
sprouting from a copper wire 
branch in green abundance, 
the bush, along with the 
product of the display section, 
will hold a proud position in 
the tidal pool design 

"Most people miss the scope 
of what we’re doing,” says 
Lemke. “It’s such a great 
bloody thing to tackle for 
these people. They have to 
know how to run a boat, 
collect plant samples, 
preserve them and reproduce 
them. 

“And painting one leaf, and 
one plant, can take as long as

“The department has set a 
deadline of two years and 
about one of the year’s work 
has been completed.” 

Financed, in the beginning, 
by a Local Initiatives Project 
grant, the total project cost is 
difficult to estimate, he says. 

“Many aspects of the total 
design for the exhibit still 
haven't been worked out. We 
don’t want any labels, and 
hope that visitors will be able 
to learn about the natural 


history outside in an 
orientation hall, either before 
or after they take a museum 
tour of the tidal area in 
Bamfield.” 

Researchers in another 
museum section are now 
compiling information about 
Frazer Delta and the Queen 
Charlottes, so that exhaustive 
work can start on those areas. 

In the meantime, however, 
Vicki is concentrating on the 
100 th leaf she’s attaching to 
her B.C bush.

“You are simply a foul and 
dirty old man,” Judge 
William Ostler said this week 
in Victoria provincial court to 
a 61-year-old Victoria man 
who had pleaded guilty to two 
counts of contributing to 
juvenile delinquency. 

He sentenced the man, John 
Owen Patterson of 710 Fort, to 
18 months. 

Prosecutor Peter Birkett 
said a 13-year-old boy had left 
a foster home and other 
youths told him Patterson 
would let the youth stay in his 
room. Birkett said oral sex 
acts were performed Dec. 27 
and 28 with Patterson giving 
the boy $12 and a watch. 


In 1972, Patterson was jailed 
for one year and, in 1973, he 
was fined and put on probation 
for similar incidents. 

A three-day preliminary 
hearing began before Ostler of 
a Sooke RCMP charge against 
Robert Wayne Thibeau, 22, of 
New Westminster, of 
attempted murder and rape of 
a 15-year old girl hitch-hiker 
from Alberta. 

At the request of defence 
lawyer Mike Bolton, Ostler 
issued an order prohibiting 
publication or broadcast of 
evidence given during the 
hearing. 


Joseph Prescott, 20, of 2512 
Wark, was jailed for two 
months by Ostler after 
pleading guilty to a five-count 
Saanich charge of impaired 
and dangerous driving, no 
insurance, driving while 
under a licence prohibition 
and refusing to take a breath- 
analysis test. 

The charge resulted from a 
three-mile car chase Dec. 5 by 
six Victoria and Saanich 
police cars at speeds of up to 
80 miles an hour. The 
impaired-dirving conviction 
was Prescott’s third in about a 
year. 


Strike vote held 
by photo workers 


Results of a strike vote by 14 
workers at Mortifee Munshaw 
photo processing will be 
known today, says Shirley 
Hogan, business agent for 
Local 351 of the Teamsters 
Union. 

The workers are asking for 
parity with Mortifee Munshaw 
employees in Vancouver, who 
are already on strike in an 
effort to win a new contract. 

The Victoria firm is 
officially reqistered as High 
Fidelity although the 
telephone book and signs on 
the building give the name as 
Mortifee Munshaw. 


Vancouver workers are 
asking for wage increases of 
$3 over two years on present 
rates ranging from $2.95 to 
$4.15. They have been offered 
80 cents to $1.10 an hour over 
three years. 

In Victoria workers have 
been offered increases which 
would put their wages to 
between $2.65 an hour and 
$3.25 over three years. 

“The offer in Victoria was 
50 years behind the times,” 
said Hogan. 


The feeling seems to be that 
the Victoria workers are 
ready to go out on strike to get 
parity with Vancouver.” 

The Victoria wethers were 
on strike five years ago for a 
first contract They settled 
after 18 months on strike, and 
have worked through a 
second, three year contract, 
since that time. 

“That was an inferior 
contract and they have some 
etching up to do,’’ said 
Hogan. 


In traffic court. Edward 
James Peck, 22, of 723 Field, 
was fined a total of $950 by 
Judge E. F. N. Robinson. 
Peck pleaded guilty to an 
Esquimau charge of impaired 
driving, having no insurance, 
of failing to remain and 
driving under a licence 
suspension after a recent 
accident and car chase of 
several blocks. 

Robert Pepler, 20, of 273 
West Burnside, was charged 
with failing to remain at an 
accident scene Jan. 6 in 
Victoria and remanded for 
further hearing later. The 
charge resulted from a fatal 
accident. 


In Judge F S Green's 
court, Wesley Morris Chowen, 
•12, was jailed for two months 
and 14 days. Chowen, whose 
record included a number of 
probationary terms, was 
found guilty of stealing a $100 
cheque last Oct. 19 and 
admitted breaching a 
previous probation by 
drinking and leaving a centre 
for alcoholics. 


Leaky faucets, instant-on 
television sets and cold 
basements all havp one thing 
in common — they waste 
energy and boost household 
fuel hills every year. 

“A faucet that leaks 
steadily, even though 
slightly,” says B.C. Hydro 
spokesmen, "can have a 
significant effect on the 
amount of electricity or other 
fuel used to heat water. 

"Frequently all that is 
needed is a new washer, at a 
cost of only a few cents. But it 
can save you dollars worth of 
energy in the long run,” they 
say. 

B.C. Hydro has issued for 
householders a list of other 
energy and money-saving 
suggestions which take little 
effort and may prove sur¬ 
prising as well as worthwhile: 

—furnace filters should be 
checked every two or three 
months and replaced at least 
every six months (a dirty 
filter can seriously damage 
the fan motor); 

keep fireplace dampers 
closed to prevent heat loss; 

—turn thermostats down to 
60 or 62 degrees at night to 
reduce annual heating hills by 
about 10 per cent (a setting 
lower than 60 degrees may 
reduce the benefit since it 
takes the furnace longer to 
heat up in the morning; 

—do not close heat vents in 
the basement since a cold 
basement usually means a 
cold floor upstairs and causes 
people to turn up the heat; 

-instant-on television sets 
and color sets use more 
electricity than slower warm¬ 
up models and black and white 
sets. 

B.C. Hydro says some 
customers are surprised to 
find their power bills are not 
significantly reduced while 
they are away on vacation but 
they remind customers that 
most furnace thermostats 
don’t turn completely off and 
freezers, refrigerators and 
instant-on TV sets continue to 
burn power. 

They suggest water heaters 
he turned off and TV sets 
unplugged before going on a 
vacation.

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Bruce Smith wanted to be a 
Central Saanich policeman 
hut wound up instead as the 
municipality's first full time 
dog-catcher. 

He also catches cats, goats, 
cows, horses, chickens, 
sheep, geese or any other 
animal reported wandering on 
Central Saanich streets. 

Smith, 29, who moved here 
with his wife after three years 
on the West Vancouver police 
force and five years on the 
Edmonton force, applied for a 
constable’s job last Decem¬ 
ber. 


There were no positions 
available so he was hired as 
animal controller and 
business licence inspector. 

Driving his three-quarter, 
ton pickup, Smith scouts 
around the municipality, 
tracking down animals which 
have been the subject of 
complaints. 

The bulk of his business is 
dogs, said Smith. 

Marauding dogs are taken 
to Michael Williams Dog and 
Cat Holiday Inn and boarded 
for five days, he said. 


If the animal is claimed, the 
owner is charged a five-dollar 
"pickup fee” and $1.50 a day 
for the pet’s "holiday.” 

If not claimed, the animal is. 
turned over to the SPCA. he 
said. 

Other animals, such as 
horses or cows, are kept in a 
farmer’s field until claimed, 
said Smith. 

Back at the police office. 
Smith's role changes to 
business licence inspector and 
he keeps tabs on the 


municipality's 1.2 00 
businesses. 

Since he began Dec. 18. 
Smith has discovered a 
number of business licences, 
which are supposed to be 
renewed every six months, 
have not been renewed for 
more than a year. 

The hiring of an animal 
controller was one of many 
iccommemlaliuiUk made by 
Delta Police Chief M. W. 
Smith, who conducted a full- 
scale investigation of the 
municipality’s policing 


problems last year, said 
Police Chief Bob Miles. 

In the past, animal control 
has been a "hit and miss type 
of enforcement." said Miles. 

“We’ve suffered the same 
out here as Colwood has," he 
said, adding 35 chickens were 
killed in one night and more 
than a dozen sheep were killed 
during the last year. 

Later this year the 
municipality will provide 
Smith with a vehicle and a 
uniform. His salary is $650 a 
month, said Miles.

in U.S. broadcasting 


The more television 
changes, the more it remains 
the same — to borrow a 
phrase — and three recent 
"changes” bear out its truth. 

Rex Lee quit the Federal 
Communications Com¬ 
mission, the sole governing 
body for U.S. broadcasters, at 
year end only two months 
after Nicholas Johnson 
resigned. Both were appointed 
by Democratic presidents and 
made up the only activist bloc 
on the FCC. 

Repuhlican-a p p o i n t e d 
chairman Dean Burch is 
leaving the FCC soon and 
President Nixon’s 


nominations to fill the three 
posts are expected to be 
conservatives. This will mean 

an FCC policy of leaving 
broadcasting in the hands of 
the broadcasters. 

Therefore, little or no 
change can be expected in 
U.S. broadcasting in the 
foreseeable future. 

Another TV change that 
didn’t make it was proposed 
by the National Academy of 
TV Arts and Sciences, whose 
leaders suggested the number 
of annual Emmy awards be 
reduced to 26 from the present 
60. 

The idea was to give the 
Emmys the prestige of the 
Oscars. But the academy’s 


7,000 members never voted on 
the plan. The leaders dropped 
it after a 24-member protest 
campaign led mainly by 
comedians, whose separate 
Emmy category would have 
been wiped out. 

Third “change” came in 
reports of program plans for 
next season. NBC renewed 
Police Story, a popular and 
critical success, but said it 
may be extended to 90 minutes 
since the longer format has 
brought great popularity for 
Columho. 

And NBC also ordered a 
1974-75 series based on the 
movie Paper Moon but in¬ 
dicated its impact will be 
lessened as CBS did for 
M.A.S.H.

In his long and illustrous 
career. Walt Disney turned 
out only one first-run box- 
office flop. 

Over the years, however, 
that failure from 1942 has 
become the most-shining 
memorial to his movie¬ 
making skills. 

A smash in re-release after 
re-release, it was Fantasia — 
Disney’s ambitious blending 
of animated cartoons and 
classical music. 

Originally planned as the 
first in a trilogy to introduce 
children to the delights of 
structured, controlled musical 
themes in an easily- 


understood medium, the other 
segments never went before 
the cameras. 

It opens again in Victoria 
tomorrow at the Coronet on 
Yates. 

The main reason for 
Fantasia's first-run flop was 
the torrent of abuse heaped on 
it from the hidebound musical 
traditionalists of the day — 
symphony conductors, hoity- 
toity critics and just plain 
grade-school music teachers 
— who saw the film as a 
potential menace. 

It would destroy everything 
it was supposed to support, 
they claimed, by building pre¬ 
conceived notions of the

Todd was selected. He was 
awarded a scholarship from 
the National Ballet, and 
grants from the B.C. Cultural 
Fund and the Koerner 
Foundation in Vancouver.

Some graduates return for 
post-graduate work. Some go 
into the National Ballet itself. 
Some go on to university, 
some to other ballet 
companies, some become 
teachers. 

Todd and his talent will 
decide his route.

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Farmland guarded 
by North Saanich 


Farmland in North Saanich 
will not be sacrificed to 
residential development, 
Mayor Paul Grieve said this 
week. 

“For too long the status quo 
has envisaged the piecemeal 
subdividing of farmland for 
residential use,” said the new 
mayor. 

Grieve, a construction 
company president, was 
presenting his inaugural 
address to his new council and 
some 50 North Saanich 
residents. 

With the help of the 
provincial government’s 
agricultural land reserve, he 
said, the municipality can 
maintain its rural at¬ 
mosphere. 


"We are fortunate to live in 
an unspoiled country district 
which the residents are 
prepared to preserve. It is 
therefore my personal ob¬ 
jective and I hope that of this 
council, to put the rural and 
agricultural areas of our 
district on a sound and per¬ 
manent footing." 

The mayor appointed Aid. 
George Aylard chairman of an 
agricultural and rural land 
use committee to recommend 
policies for governing land 
within the agricultural land 
reserve. The committee will 
also study methods of en¬ 
couraging farming in the 
municipality. 

Grieve asked the committee 


to investigate and prepare a 
report on three questions 
concerning land use: 

—The collection and 
distribution of information on 
the land reserve act anu 
provincial programs to help 
farmers; 

—The creation of a 
municipally-sponsored far¬ 
mers’ market to give an outlet 
to small farmers; 

—The most efficient way of 
clarifying rules covering tax 
grants to small farmers. 

A community development 
committee, chaired by Aid. 
Herta Hartmanshenn, will 
study community planning for 
residentially zoned areas, 
parkland acquisition for 
residential areas and updating 
of zoning bylaws.

Protests by commercial

The Express checked the 
situation after learning one 
person had saved about $15 
worth of the RCMP quarters 
in hopes of getting rich some 
day — and he knew two other 
people who had more than $40 
worth between them. 


Victoria coin dealers were 
unanimous that, as Mrs. 
Helen Vaupel of Van Isle Coin 
and Stamp Shop, 831 Fort, 
said. “It’ll be a long time 
before there’s a premium on 
the quarters... several years. 
They're not going to increase 
in value that I can see.” 


The reason is that Ottawa 
ordered “such a large 
mintage" of the coins to 
commemorate the RCMP's 
100 th anniversary. 

Two other 100th- 
anniversary coins minted In 
1973 — silver dollars honoring 
the RCMP and Prince Edward 
Island — are in short supply. 


The P.E.I. coin, like the 
RCMP quarter, is composed 
mainly of nickel but the 
RCMP dollar is about half 
silver and half copper. 

One coin expert said Ottawa 
tound through the 1971 B.C. 
centennial dollar that such 
coins made money for the 
federal treasury. No special 


dollars came out in 1972 but 
there were the two last year 
and a dollar this year will 
mark Winnipeg’s centenary. 

If the 25-cent piece isn't 
going to be a moneymaker for 
Canadians, it lias provided 
them with a new source of 
jokes. 

Most people probably have 


heard that the steed on which 
the Mountie sits on the quarter 
is a quarter horse. But did 
they know the Mountie's 
name? It's obviously Lance. 

And does Canada realize it 
was a mistake to give out an 
RCMP quarter? Surely 
everyone knows by now the 
RCMP gives no quarter.
